$32,000,000 GIFT. 


John D. Roekefeller Adds an 
Amazing Donation to Fund 
Used for Aid of the 


Smaller Colleges.

LARGEST EVER KNOWN. 


Brings His Aggregate Benefac- 
tions Up to $85,056,988; 
Andrew Carnegie’s Total 
Is $184,955,366.

New York, Feb. 7.—[Special.J—John B. 
Rockefeller today gave $32,000,000 to the 
general education board. 

Never in the history of the race has any 
man given so great a sum in a single gift 
for educational, social, or philanthropic pur- 
poses. 

This benefaction brings Mr. Rockefeller’s 
total gifts to the public for education, re- 
ligion, or philanthropy up to the immense 
total of $85,056,988. These figures represent 
the sum of his known gifts. Probably sev- 
eral millions might be added to the amount 
if all of his.contributions were known. 

Of this immense sum $21,824,822 has been 
given to the University of Chicago. He had 
previously given $11,000,000 to the general 
education board, and today’s gift brings his 
total contribution to that organization up 
to $43,000,000. 

Second to Carnegie. 

Mr. Rockefeller ranks second only to An- 
drew Carnegie as the world's greatest con- 
tributor to the cause of human progress. The 
Pittsburg ironmaster’s gifts, as far as known, 
foot up to the amazing total of $134,955,866. 

All previous records for beneficence shrink 
in comparison with this single gift of 682. 
000,000. Andrew Carnegie has given alto- 
gether $30,000,000 to the famous Pittsburg 
Polytechnic school, but the amount has been 
extended over a number of years. - Cecil 
Rhodes gave $10,000,000 for the foundation 
of the Rhodes scholarships. Leland Stan- 
ford and his wife gave $10,000,000 for the 
foundation of Stanford university. Marshall 
Field’s gift of $8,000,000 for the Field museum 
in Chicago is of recent date. 


Gift Is Complete Surprise. 

The immensity of today’s gift o®$82,000,000 
came as a complete surprise to the general 
education board. The board had an intima- 
tion that Mr. Rockefeller intended to make 
a further contribution, and a special meeting 
had been called to consider a communication 
from him. But no one dreamed that the 
gift would be the greatest ever given in the 
history of mankind, 

When the board met there were present 
Frederick T. Gates, George Foster Peabody, 
Dr. Wallace Buttrick, Robert C. Ogden, J. D. 
Rockefeller Jr., Albert Shaw, Starr J. Mur- 
1 3 A. Alderman, and Harry, Pratt 


— soon as the board had bien called to 
order John D. Rockefeller Jr. handed an en- 
velop to Secretary Buttrick, asking that the 
inclosure be read. 


Terms of the Gift. 

The letter proved to be as follows: 

“New York, Feb. 6.—General Education 
Board, 54 William Street, New York City— 
Gentlemen: My father authorizes me to say 
that on or hefore April 1, 1907, he will give to 
the general board income bearing securities 
the present market value of which is-about 
thirty-two million dollars ($82,000,000), one- 
third to be added to the permanent endow- 
ment of the board, two-thirds to be applied 
to such specific objects within the corporate 
purposes of the board as either he or I may 
from time to time direct, any remainder not 
0 designated at the death of the survivor to 
be added also to the permanent endowment 
of the board. Jon D. ROCKEFELLER IR.“ 


Board Expresses Amazement. 

When the general expression of amazement 
had exhausted itself, young Mr. Rockefeller 
was asked what the “ specific purposes re- 
ferred to in his father’s letter meant. He said 
that it was in the line of educational work, 
And was intended, in their opinion, to give 
Mr. Rockefeller the right to direct the dis- 
position of the fund to such institutions, with- 
in the province of the board, as he may deem 
proper. The elder Mr. Rockefeller is not a 
member of the board, but his son is a member, 
and, the active direction doubtless will come 
from him. 

The board voted to accept the gift, and, in 
appreciation, drafted a letter to the elder 
Mr. Rockefeller as follows: 

‘The general education board acknowl- 
edges the receipt of the communication of 
Feb. 6, 1907, from Mr. John D. Rockefeller 
Jr., a member of this body, announcing your 
decision to give the board for the purpose of 
its organization securities of the current 
value of thirty-two million dollars ($32,000,- 
000). The general education board accepts 
this gift with a deep sense of gratitude to you, 
and of responsibility to society. The sum, 


added to the eleven millions (811,000, 00% 


which you have formerly given to this board, 
makes the general education board the guard- 
jan and administrator of a total trust fund 
of forty-three million dollars ($43,000,000). 


Largest Sum Ever Given. 

„This is the largest sum ever given by a 
man in the history of the race for any social 
or philanthropic purpose. The board con- 
gratulates you upon the high and wise im- 
pulse which has moved you to this deed, and 
desires to thank you, in behalf of all educa- 
tional interests whose developments it will 
advance, in behalf of our country, whose 
civilization for all time it should be made to 
strengthen and elevate, and in behalf of 
mankind everywhere, in whose interests it 
has been given, and for whose use it is dedi- 
cated. 

“The administration of this fund entails 
upon the general education board the most 
far reaching responsibilities ever placed upon 
any educational organization in the world. 
As members of the board, we accept this re- 
sponsibility, conscious alike of its difficulties 
and its opportunities. We will use our best 
wisdom to tranemute your gift into intel- 
lectual and moral power, counting it a su- 
preme privilege to dedicate whatever strength 
we have to its just use in the service of men.

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TOMB OF QUEEN TEIE FOUND 


Ancient Egypt Gives Up Secrets 
1 83 for 85 Centuries.

ALMOST FILLED WITH GOLD 


Coffin and Body Itself Incased in Sheets 
of Precious Metal. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®E.] 

LONDON, Feb. 8, 8 a. m.—Theodore M. 
Davis, who discovered the tomb of the 
parents of the Egyptian queen Teie, has made 
another sensational discovery, that of the 
tomb and the mummy of Queen Tele herself. 

Next to Cleopatra Queen Teie was the 
most famous woman of Egypt. She was the 
mother of King Amenhotef IV., the ruler 
who 1500 years B. C. plunged Egypt into a 
fanatical civil war by introducing a new form 
of religion of pantheistic monothetan form. 
This revolution spent its force before Moses 
was born. 


Literally Filled with Gold. 

The tomb of Queen Teie is in Thebes, and 
adjoins that of Ramesses IX. It is iterally 
filled with jewelry and sheets of solid gold, 
which the priestly desecraters, who, when the 
heretical religion had been stamped out, 
vented their rage on the tombs of Amenhotef 
and Teie, had left untouched. 

Wherever the excavators walked they trod 
upon fragments of gold plate and gold leaf. 
There was no sarcophagus, but a huge cata- 
falque, which had been torn to pieces by the 
priests, had been erected over the mummy of 
the queen. It was thickly plated with gold 
inside and outside, and engraved with the 
names and titles of Tele and her son, as well 
as with representations of their adoration of 
the solar disc, the symbol of the religion 
Amenhotef had tried to force upon his peo- 
ple. 

Coffin Incrusted in Gold. 

The whole figure of the king has been de- 
stroyed, but that of his mother was allowed to 
remain unharmed. The coffin, with the 
mummy of the queen in it, had been carried 
to the south side of the tomb, where it lay 
upon a bier incrusted with gold, supported 
by four liona, with ‘claws, also of gold. 

The woodwork of the bier, unhappily, has 
been converted into touchwood by the action 
of water. The coffin, however, is intact. 
It is a superb example of the jeweler’s work. 
The wood of which it ie composed is entirely 
covered with a frame of gold, inlald with 
lapis lazuli, and cornelian green glass. The 
inlay work represents for the most part a 
pattern of scales, but down the middle runs 
an inscription from which it is learned that 
the coffin was made for Teie by her son. 

The mummy itself is wrapped from head 
to foot in sheets of gold. The water, which 
for many years has been draining through it, 
has reduced it to littlé more than pulp, and 
it fell to pieces when it was examined in the 
presence of several Egyptologists on Jan. 
N. There were bracelets on the arms, a 
necklace of gold bands, and ornaments of 
gold inlaid with precious stones round the 
neck. 

Royal Crown Is Formed. 

The head was still encircled by an object 
priceless and unique, the imperial crown of 
the queens of ancient Egypt. It is at once 
simply and exquisitely fashioned, and repre- 
sents the royal vulture holding the signet ring 
in ite talons, while its wings surround the 
head, fastened tightly behind bya pin. The 
whole is of solid gold, without inlay or other 
adventitious ornament. 


Tt was difficult to avoid a feeling of awe 


when handling this model of ancient sov- 
ereignty which had thus risen up from the 
depths of a vanished world. 

From an ertistic point of view, however, 
perhaps the finest object yet discovered in the 
tomb is a portrait head of the queen, which 
forms the cover of her four canopic jars in 
the place of the heads of the four genii of the 
dead required by Egyptian orthodoxy. The 
head of the heretic queen herself is in Egyp- 


| tian alabaster, with the eyeballs and eye- 


brows represented by inlays of lapie lazuli 
and obsidian. The face evidently is a por- 
trait, and a beautiful portraititis. It is that 
of a woman at once masterful and engaging, 
but rt from the lips there is little of the 
Egy! about it.

REVOLUTIONISTS USE BOMBS; 
MANY KILLED OR WOUNDED. 


Outbreak in San Juan, Argentine, Fol- 
lowed by Sacking and Burning of 
Houses—Governor Taken Prisoner.

BUENOS AYRES, Feb. 7.—A revolution- 
ary outbreak occurred in San Juan this 
morning, headed by Col. Sarzento. After 
five hours’ fighting, in which explosive 
bombs were used, the revolutionists were 
victorious. It is reported that twenty men 
were killed and many wounded. Numerous 
houses were burned and others sacked. 

The governor and other provincial officials 
are reported to be prisoners Gen. Sarmiento 
has assumed the rank of governor of the 
province ad interim, with headquarters at 
San Juan City. It is rumored that the vio- 
torious rebels propose to march on Mendoza. 

When the news reached here Acting Gov. 
Villanauva called a meeting of the minis- 
ters and intervention was decided upon. 
Federal troops will be sent to San Juan 
forthwith. The outbreak is attributed to 
purely local causes. 


KILLED IN SPRINGER BUILDING. 


Body of Elevator Operator Found at 
Bottom of Shaft—Machinery of Car 
Said to Be Defective.

Ambers was an elevator operator, and the 
elevator, which was found by the police to be 
defective, was at the top of the building. It

Tells How Thaw Wooed Her. 


Mr. Delmas then abandoned the bloody | 
story of the hight of June 25, 1906, and led 
the witness to tell of her marriage to Harry 
Thaw. It took place, she said, in Pittsburg, 
at the home of the Rev. Dr. McGill, a Presby- 
terian minister of that city. The ceremony 
was performed by Dr. McGill April 4, 1905, 
nearly a year and three months before Thaw 
killed White. Her mother was present, as 
well as Harry Thaw’s mother and his brother, 
Josiah Thaw, and Mr. Holman, the second 
husband of the witness’ mother. 

Still further back went Mr. Delmas, and he 
asked the ex-model to tell of Harry Thaw’s 
wooing. 

The first time he proposed to me, she 
sad, was in June, 1903, in Paris.“ 


Her Refusal a Confession. 


At the time Mr. Thaw proposed to you 
did you accept his proposal or refusg it? A.— 
I refused it. 

Q.—Did you state to him the reasorg why 
you refused it? A.—I did. 

Q.—Were those reasons based on any event 
in your life? A.—They were. 

Q.—Were they based on any event with 
which Stanford White was connected? A.— 
They were. 

There then began a long contest between 
Mr. Jerome and Mr. Delmas as to the ad- 
mission of this line of testimony. The upshot 
of it was Mr. Jerome asked the court to in- 
struct the jury this sort-of testimony was ad- 
missible purely for the purpose of showing 
its effect on the mind of the witness’ hus- 
band, on the theory that the defense proposed | 
to prove that Harry K. Thaw was insane at 
the time he shot Stanford White. 


Jerome Makes Bitter Fight. 


Mr. Delmas at once replied with the state- 
ment that it was the intention of counsel for 
the defense to prove that Thaw was insane 
and Mr. 
Jerome then wished it made plain to the 
jury that the sort of evidence that it seemed 
the defense was trying to get from the wit- 
ness was of the sort that the prosecution 
would be prevented from taking any legal 
steps to controvert. 

The point was made that it was not ma- 
terial from a legal point of view whether 
what Harry Thaw’s wife told Harry Thaw 
was true or not, but only that she did tell 
it to him and that he believed it to be true. 

Mr. Jerome further wished it understood 
that the rules of evidence would not allow 
Mrs. Harry K. Thaw to tell her story as she 
had begun to tell it, except upon the ais- 
tinct understanding that every statement 
she should make had been made by her at 
the time stated to Harry Thaw. 


Defense Victorious in the End. 

Again and again the district attorney arose 
to insist that steps be taken to leave no pos- 
sible doubt on this point in the mind of Mrs. 
Harry Thaw. Apparently there was none 
left, for when repeatedly asked as to wheth- 
er the particular fact she then was stating 
had been stated to Harry Thaw by her she 
invariably and promptly replied that she 
was telling the court only What she had told 
Harry Thaw in that long and passionate 
interview in Paris. 

Before long, therefore, the district attor- 
ney remitted his interruptions, and the wit- 
ness was allowed to tell her story with prac- 
tically no interruptions save the encourag- 
ing words and queries of counsel for the de- 
fense. 

Mr. Thaw was sitting down opposite me,” 
the wife continued, and he suddenly said 
to me that he loved me and wanted to marry 
me, and I stared at him for a moment, and 
then he said: ‘Don’t you care for me?

Mrs. Thaw, 
who didn’t seem to be fatigued, left the stand 
to make way for Mr. Longfellow. 


Gleason Takes Hand in Case. 


For the first time since Mr. Delmas became 
captain of the Thaw defense Mr. Gleason 
took a hand in the examination. He handed 
Mr. Longfellow a batch of papers and asked 
him if he recognized the handwriting on 
them. Mr. Jerome asked to have them iden- 
tified separately, and Mr. Gleason said: “I 
thought I could save time by lumping them,“ 
but they were taken in order at the sugges- 
tion of Justice Fitzgerald. 

The first letter Mr. Longfellow said was in 
Thaw's handwriting. He said it was received 
by him prior to the shooting of White. Then 
Mr. Jerome butted in. He asked Mr. Long- 
fellow if his firm was counsel for Thaw, and 
Mr. Longfellow eaid not now.“ It was re- 
called that soon after Thaw's arrest Mr. 
Louls L. Delafield, who had been appearing 
for him, dropped out of the case. Mr. Long- 
fellow said that the letter came to him as 
counsel for Thaw. 


Jerome Objects in Vain. 


Then began a fight by Mr. Jerome against 
the admission. of the letters. Mr. Jerome 
said that, unless Thaw waived the privilege 
between client and counsel, not alone in re- 
gard to these particular papers but also 
everything that passed between Thaw and 
his counsel, he would object to Mr. Long- 
fellow testifying about the letter at all. 
But Mr. Jerome didn't make good his point 
right then, and he began an examination of 
Mr. Longfellow, with whom he seemed to 
be on friendly terms. 

While this was going on William Rand 
Ir., who was Mr. Jerome's chief of staff, 
sat close to Mr. Jerome. At times he and 
Mr. Jerome had a little chat. There was 
some talk that Mr. Jerome might have called 
in Mr. Rand to help him in the case, but it 
was said that that was not so. About the 
time that Mra. Thaw left the stand Justice 
Scott went out, too, but his place had been 
taken by Justice Norman S. Dyke of Brook- 


lyn. 
Lawyer Longfellow on Stand. 


ney he said that Mr. Longfellow should know 
whether the letter came to him through the 
instrumentality of Thaw. A long argument 
followed on the question of whether Mr. 
Longfellow should be allowed to disclose 
anything that came to him from a client. 
Justice Fitzgerald read the law, which says 
that an attorney or counselor at law can- 
not be allowed to disclose communications 
made by his client to him.“ 


Fierce Duel Over Letter. 

In reply to a series of questions from Mr. 
Jerome, Mr. fellow still insisted that 
he received the letter by mail while he was 
attorney for Thaw and it was in Thaw’s 
handwriting, but otherwise he could not say 
anything about it. Mr. Jerome kept firing 
away at Mr. Longfellow, Mr. Delmas keep- 
ing up a cross fire of objections, until finally 
Mr. Jerome got down to the point of asking 
Mr. Longfellow if he had made a search for 
the envelopes to other letters. Mr. Long- 
fellow declared that he had made no search. 

Mr. Delmas contended that it didn’t make 
any difference how the letter or letters came 
to Mr. Longfellow so long as they were in 
the handwriting of Thaw. Eventually Mr. 
Delmas again asked if the particular letter 
which Mr. Longfellow had in his hand was 
written prior to the shooting of White. Mr. 
Jerome objected, saying that it was a com- 
munication between attorney and client, 
that an attorney could not testify to unless 
Thaw permitted. 

Judge Can’t Scare Delmas. 

It was for the client to determine whether 
the privilege is waived,” said Justice Fitz- 
gerald. and for the court subsequently to 
determine if it has been waived, and to what 
extent it has been waived.

Control Secured by Quinn. 

With this was the statement th t Quinn 
appeared to be in the right. 

After considerable consultation detween 
Commissioner of Public Works O'Connell and 
Secretary John P. Tansey of the central 
committee it was decided that Deiderich 
should relinquish his claims on the district 
other than the right to select the polling 
place. Quinn was given the right to name 
the judges and clerks. 

Although Deiderich and Commissioner 
O'Connell called this a “ compromise,” 
everybody connected with the mixup realized 
that Quinn was getting away with control of 
the ward. This ending of the first contro- 
versy in the Dunne-Harrison committee is 
not looked upon by the Dunne men as a good 


omen. 
Busse Back in Chicago.

Municipal Judges Frame Bill 
to Enlarge Powers to Eu- 
force J udgments. 


PROPOSE OTHER CHANGES. | § 


Taking of Testimony for Use Be- 
fore Grand Jury Provided For 
in Measure Urged. 


Protection against dead beats has been, 
provided for in an amendment to the Mu- 
nicipal court act, recommended with other 
alterations and additions to the law by the 
judges. The revised apt will be sent today 
to the legislature. 

The anti-dead beat amendment is en- 
titled “supplementary proceedi to en- 
force the collection of judgments.” It is in- 
tended to take the place of the strong armed 
constable of the old justice court days, who 
Was not averse to battering down a door 
and carrying away a red hot stove after in- 
flicting the proper amount of personal vio- 
lence on a judgment creditor to inapire in 
him a nonresisting m ‘ 

One of the Municipal court judges, who is 
an enthusiastic advocate of the amendment, 
says that it will increase the credit of Chi- 
cago merchants, for it will put an end to 
bad debts. The law is similar to that of 
New York, Wisconsin, and Iowa. 

Since the departure forever from the field 
of usefulness.of the low browed—often burly 
—constable the only recourse for the holders 
of unsatisfied judgments against creditors 
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Mrs. Charies E. Dunlop. 
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was to file a creditor's bill in the Superior 
or Circuit court for the purpose of digging 
up property. 

. Operations of the Amendment. 

Under the amendment to the Municipal 
court act, at any time within seven years, in 
the event that an execution for $100 has not 
been satisfied, wholly or in part, a judgment 
creditor suspected of having property may 
be cited into the Municipal court and ex- 
amined. Witnesses can be called for both 
sides in an effort to establish the existence 
of the property, and failure to answer such 
summons is punishable by contempt of 
court. 

After the examination, if it appears that 
the creditor possesses any property, he must 


turn it over to a bailiff of the Municipal court, 


by whom it will be sold and the proceeds ap- 
plied to the execution. 

The citation, at the discretion of the court, 
may require a master in ehancery. 

Another section provides for preliminary 
hearings of witnesses whose testimony is de- 
sired by grand juries. Provision is made 
for taking this down in stenographic notes, 
after which the evidence is transcribed and 
submitted to the jury, obviating the necessity 
of the witness appearing before that body. 
This is designed to save time. 


Other Amendments Urged. 


Other amendments to the Municipal court 
act suggested by the judges include the fol- 
lowing: 

Adding a sixth class of cases, being all proceed- 
ings for the prevention of commission of crime; all 
proceedings for the arrest, commitment, or bail 
of persons charged with criminal offenses; pro- 
ceedings pertaining to searches and seizures of per- 
sonal property. 

Providing that the chief justice may call in any 
judge from an outlying district for assistance in 
his office. 

Reduction of costs in quasi criminal! cases from 
$6 to 88. 

Providing a more simple method of appeal. Sim- 
plifying the method of transferring a case from 
the Criminal to the Municipal court. 

Providing that the clerk of the court shall make 
payments of money received on or before the tenth 
of each month instead of weekly, as under the 
present system. This is to facilitate the audit by 
the chief justice. 

Chief Justice Olson and the judges have 
been working on the amendments for several 


‘weeks and the proposed measures will be sent 


today to the Municipal courts committee of 
both branches of the legislature. 

The amendments do not in any way sup- 
plant any of the original features of the act. 


FORMER SERGEANT, AT INQUIRY, 
AIDS NEGRO SOLDIERS’ CAUSE. 


Declares He Thought Brownsville Citi- 
zens Were Attacking Barracks—Ex- 
plains the Broken Gun Rack. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—Five witnesses 
were examined today in the Brownsville in- 
quiry before the senate committee on military 
affairs. All were members of company D of 
the discharged battalion of negro soldiers, ex- 
cept the last on the stand, former Sergeant 
Luther T. Thornton of company B. 

Thornton testified that when aroused by the 
firing on the night of Aug. 13 he was under the 
impression that the barracks were being fired 
upon by people of the town, and that a similar 
opinion was expressed by some other mem- 
bers of his company. He said the reports of 
firearms sounded to him like revolvers and 
shotguns. 

He told of the call to arms and of the in- 
spections, of hearing that company C's gun- 
racks had been broken, and of his under- 
standing that these were broken open upon 
orders of Lieut. Greer of company C, because 
the noncommissioned officer having the keys 
could not be found. 


Woman Tells of Attack on Town. 


San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 7.—[Special.j— 
Three persons testified before the Penrose 

urt martial today. Mrs. Kate Emme 
Leahy, J. P. McDonald, and F. A. H. San- 
born each told of the shooting up of the town. 
Mrs. Leahy said she looked out the window 
and counted sixteen negro soldiers. They 
were in blue shirts and wore army hats and 
trousers. She was unshaken by the cross ex- 
amination, and adhered to the facts as she 
gave them. 

Mrs. Leahy told of the firing beginning 
within the barracks, and how the soldiers 
came down the street past her house, still 
firing volleys. She said it was half an hour 
after the first volley before the bugle was 
sounded. She asserted that the bugle was 
sounding while negro soldiers were still in 
the streets running toward the barracks, 


President Within Rights—Parker. 


New York, Feb. 7.—[Special.]—At the ban- 
quet of the Maryland society. of New York 
tonight Judge Alton B. Parker said that, 
after reading as much as possible on both 
sides of the Brownsville affair, he had con- 
cluded “ the president had the power to dis- 
charge those negro soldiers.“ Judge Parker 
said: 

I have read both sides 80 far as possible, 
and after careful consideration of the sub- 
ject I think the president had the power to 
discharge those negro soldiers. Whether he 
ought to have done so, however, I don't 
know, as I have not the evidence at hand. 
But if the only way to get rid of the culprits 
was by the discharge of thoge men as he 
did, then I say I think the president was 
justified. 

“And assuming the president had the 
power to act as he did, I do not believe any 
body, legislative or judicial, has the right to 
interfere with his action. I dislike to mig- 
judge any one, but I think that when it is 
considered that our colored brethren can 
sway the vote of Ohio, Indiana, and other 
states this may have something to do with 
the investigation.“

Law School Professor Assails 
Alleged Inefficiency of the 
Judicial System.

Says IP SHOCKS WORLD. 


Suggest Remedies for Securing 
Speedy Administration of 
Justice in Court, 


“A delay of three years in an ordinary 
personal injury action may be a grave ine 
justice to a single or family, but 
an equal delay in bringing to trial the large 
number of cases, civil and criminal, arising 
from a theater fire which caused the loss of 
nearly 600 lives and shocked tthe civilized 
world sows broadcast the seed of contempt 
for law and gives notice to the world of the 
inefficiency of our judicial system.“ 

In these words Prof. Frederic C. Wood- 
ward of the Northwestern university lew 
school, writing in the February number of 
the Illinois w Review, which was issued 
yesterday, sums up what-may be termed the 
legal lesson of the I vois fire. 


Gives Summary of Proceedings. 


The body of Prof. Woodward's article is a 


detailed summary of the criminal proceed- 
ings: which began with the arrest of fourteen 


employés of the Iroquois theater the day 


after the fire and have dragged on through 
more, than three years with practically no 
results, but from this the writer passes to a 


consideration of the causes of this delay and 


to the suggestion of remedies in the legal 
procedure of the state which he believes the 


“Iroquois cases prove to be necessary. 


Prof. Woodward's article is followed by a 
paper by Attorney George A. Follansbee, in 
which Mr. Follansbee criticizes the Law 
Review for an editorial denunciatiag of the 
court delays in the cases, published in the 
January number, and maintains that the 
slowness of procedure is due, not to defects 
in the procedure of the courta, but to failure 
on the part of the various plaintiffs to prose- 
cute their cases properly. 


Causes of Delay Mentioned. , 


“In studying the record of the criminal 
prosecutions, says Prof. Woodward, it 
is to be noted that the indictment against 
Will J. Davis was selected by the state's at- 
torney as the first case to be brought to trial. 
This may be accepted as the cause and jus- 
tification of the postponement of the other 
cases. The history of the Davis case shows 
that the chief causes of delay have been as 
follows: 

“1. Lack of dispatch in the conduct of the 
prosecution. 

2. The Fabian policy of counsel for the 


tdefendant in postponing motions to quash 


indictments and for change of venue and in 
securing postponements from the court. 

„. The tardiness of judges in ruling upon 
motions. 

As for the civil actions, undoubtedly the 
interests of the defendants have been skill- 
fully guarded. There have been pleas of not 
guilty and pleas in abatement, general de- 
murrers, and special demurrers in large 
number. | 


Cases Dropped by Lawyers. 

„The success of special demurrers is one of 
the most striking features of the litigation. 
Instances have been found in which five or six 
succeasive declarations have been found de- 
fective, and it is estimated that in the cases 
now pending the average number of declara- 
tions drawn has not been less than three. 

Only a small proportion of the cases that 
were recommended are still pending. So far 
as can be learned, not a single case is actually 
at issue, and the outlook is that none will 
be tried for some time. The practical aban- 
donment of considerably more than one- 
half of the cases indicates the discouragement 
of counsel for plaintiffs. The lawyer whose 
compensation is contingent upon success, as 
is probably true in nearly all of these cases, 
is likely to conclude, unless he has a suffi- 
cient number of cases to repay him fora long 
and bitter struggle, that the, game is not 
worth the candle.” 


Remedies Are Suggested. 


In concluding his article, Prof. Woodward 
suggests remedies as follows: 

1. Some method should be devised’ by 
which judges in criminal cases may be forced 
to decide within a reasonable time questions 
submitted to them. It is altogéther prob- 
able that the Davia case could have been 
brought to trial nearly a year. ago but for 
judicial procrastination. 

“2. The state’s attorney should be given a 
larger staff of assistants. :

UNITED STATES AND MEXICO 
MAY UNITE TO STOP WAR. 


If Nicaragua and Honduras Cannot Ar- 
bitrate Dispute Big Republics Will 
Intervene Under Treaty. 


City of Mexico, Feb. 7.—It is believed the 
United States and Mexico will intervene to 
prevent war between Nicaragua and Hon- 
duras. Such a war is threatened, and if 
begun it might involve the other Central 
American republics. 

Under the agreement signed July 20, 1906, 
by all of the republics of Central America 
upon the conclusion of the recent war be- 
tween Gautemala and San Salvador, the 
United States and Mexico have the right 
to intervene in case of war between any 
of those countries. 

Later a second treaty was signed at Corin- 
to, Nicaragua, by the terms of which all the 
Central American republics themselves refer 
all disputes to an arbitration bureau. For 
this reason there will be no actual interven- 
tion until the decision of the arbitration 
board is given. 

The dispute between Nicaragua and Hon- 
duras began many years ago in a concession 
granted to an American of Pittsburg named 
Dietrich, involving a large tract of land. 
This concession is lapped over on to Hon- 
duran territory, and Honduras prevented the 
concession from operating. This brought 
about a boundary dispute, which finally was 
submitted to King Alfonso for arbitration. 
Nicaragua claimed King Alfonso favored 
Honduras, and since that time the former 
country never has been satisfied. 

Recently there sprung up the rebellion 
against President Bonilla of Honduras, near 
the Nicaraguan border. This movement, it 
was claimed in dispatches emanating from 
Honduran sources, was fomented and engi- 
neered from Nicaragua.

TAKEN AS BLACK HAND GANG. 


Five Italians Arrested—Four Identified 
by Man Who Has Been Refu- 
geeing in Police Station. 


Dominick Faleo, 32 years old, One Hyndred 
and Sixth street and Torrence avenue, South 
Chicago, who has been sleeping at the Hege- 
wisch police station since Feb. 5 for fear that 
he would fall into the hands of members of 
an alleged Black Hand society,“ who had 
threatened his life, yesterday afternoon 
identified four Ltalians as the ones who had 
attempted to assault him after sending him 
a threatening letter. A fifth man seen with 
those identified by Faleo was also arrested 

Faleo says he was forced to leave his home 
in Noggio, Italy, because of threats made 
against him by the Black Hand society.“

The fund, much larger, it is asserted, than 
that of any previous administration in Chi- 
cago, went largely to indulge the cherished 
and fragile fancies of the mayor along the 
lines of I. M. O.

There gre other items in the contingent 
fund that indicate how the taxpayers put 
up the money for jaunts by the mayor to 
Cleveland, O., where he went to consult 
Assistant Mayor Tom Johnson regarding I. 
M. O, parallel lines, acquiring the traction 
properties by condemnation proceedings, and 
similar interesting topics. 

A large share of the expenditures went for 
appraisal of the traction properties by the 
Arnold company and M. E. Cooley and A. 
B. Dupont, who, with Bion J. Arrold-com- 
prised the commission that had general di- 
rection of the valuation of the properties. 

Of the $700 that went for the opinion on the 


traction ordinances, which the mayor, it is 


assumed, will employ chiefly as a campaign 
document in the event he secures the demo- 
cratic nomination, $500 was paid to former 
Justice Benjamin D. Magruder and $200 to 
Clarence N. Goodwin. 


$700 for What He Wanted. 

The opinion presented by the two attor- 
neys, after having been outlined by the 
mayor, was in opposition, naturally, to the 
traction ordinances and to the legal advice 
of Special Traction Counsel Walter L. Fisher. 
It practically embodied the objections of the 
mayor that had been set forth more briefly 
in one of his messages to the people. 

When Mayor Dunne gave out this opinion 
two weeks ago he was asked whether he or 
the city would pay forit. He would not state 
definitely, but now it is evident that the 
mayor did not feel justified in going down 
into his own pocket to pay for an opinion 
that afterwards could be used to advantage 
in his mayoraity campaign. 


$1,325 to Realty Expert. 
There are other items in the list that show 
how Joseph Donnersberger was employed as 
a real estate expert in the appraisal of the 


traction properties. Mr. Donnersberger was 


paid $025 for his services as a real estate ap- 
praiser of land owned by the Chicago City 
railway company and the North Chicago and 
West Chieago Street railways. For other 
services in the valuation of street car prop- 
erties Mr. Donnersberger was paid $500. 


Mayor Dunne and one other who accom- | 


panied him to Cleveland, O., presented a bill 
for rallroad fare amounting to $43. There is 
no item for the hiring of an automobile to 
take Deputy Mayor Johnson around the city 
when he came to Chicago. The mayor also 
presented a bill for his trip from Sandusky, 
O., to Detroit, Mich., for a conference with 
A. B. Dupont on traction matters, after hav- 
ing talked the thing over with Deputy Mayor 
Johnson. 


Price of Meals Varies. 

It does not appear specifically that the 
mayor charged for his meals on these little 
excursions to the cities of I. M. O., but his 
friend, A. M. Lynch, superintendent of the 
bridewell, had no such compunctions, for 
when Mr. Lynch went to Albany in Septem- 
ber, 1906, to attend a meeting of the Na- 
tional Prison association, he charged up all 
his meals at the rate of $3 a day. His bill was 
$99.50. 

Not so with John E. Owens, a legal friend of 
the mayor's, who represented the mayor at 
a conference in New York relating to the 
primary election laws. Mr. Owens’ expenses 
amounted to $91.45, and for meals he spent 
but 88 cents each, which is not extravagant 
in New York. 

The expenses of the mayor and Walter LE. 
Fisher during a trip to Washington and New 
York on tunnel lowering matters amounted 
to $106. 

The vouchers are not separated in the de- 
partment of Controller McGann, but in the 
annual report of expenditures thecontingent 
fund ip divided into two parts. One portion, 
devoted entirely to street railway matters, 
amounts to $34,900, and the other amounts 
to $22,039. 

$6,500 Spent in Futile Suits. 


From the vouchers for general expenses 
one of the largest items is that of $6,500, for 
court costs in expensive and fruitiess litiga- 
tion in which David K. Tone and Henry M. 
Ashton were engaged. Mr. Ashton is an 
active member of the mayor's kitchen cabi- 
net, and Mr. Tone, who is an ex-officio mem- 
ber of the cabinet,.is the attorney for the 
federation of labor, who told the mayor that 
the ordinances he fosters were all wrong, 
whereupon the mayor promptly repudiated 
them. The $6,500 was paid to the cierk of 
the Supreme court of the United States in 
cases in which Mr. Tone and Mr. Ashton 
were not successful. These were known as 
the Samuel B. Raymond cases, and were 
against the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany, the Union Traction company, the 
Chicago City railway company, the South 
Chicago railway company, and the Chi- 
cago Edison company. They represented 
an unsuccessful attempt on the part of the 
city to add to its tax revenue. Corporation 
Counsel Lewis refused to pay the costs In 
the unsuccessful suits, and they were thea 
paid for out of the mayor’s convenient con- 


tingent fund. 


Political Friends Draw Pay. 

Cremin & O’Connor were paid $100 for the 
valuation of the Goodrich docks, Mr. Cremin 
ig said to be a political friend of the mayor. 
I. D. ‘Wilcox drew $65 for inspecting coal 
and procuring evidence against the Standard 
Washed Coal company for the fire depart- 
ment. James J. Kelly, another expert on 
coal, was paid $250 for an examination and 
report on fuel at the fire engine houses. 

Several vouchers appear for the salary of 
Dr. Maurice F. Doty, the city superintendent 
of transportation, or, as he puts it in his bill, 
“services as local, transportation expert.“ 
at the rate of $250a month.

Gift to Beloit College. 


While the board was in sesgion today gifts 
to five colleges were ordered, amounting in 
all to $400,000, as follows: .Beloif college, 
Beloit, Wis. ; Morningside college, Sioux City, 
la.; Lafayette college, Easton, Pa., $50,000 
each. Wabash college, Crawfordsville, Ind., 
and the University of Wooster, Wooster, O., 
each $125,000. 

In 1903 the general education board was 
chartered by congress. It employs a force 
of experts in the continuous and systematic 
study of educational conditions in all parts 
of the United States. The object of the or- 
ganization is promoting education in the 
states of the union by means of gifts and 
otherwise. 

The organization was pted to assist Mr. 
Rockefeller in the distribution of his gifts 
to education; but it was not intended to limit 
the work of the board to the administration 
of funds given by him, said Chairman Fred- 
erick T. Gates, who stated in his explanation 
of the purposes of the organization: 

It was rather designed to meet a wider 
need and to offer a medium through which 


States could do so in a systematic, intelli- 
gent, and effective way, and the board is be- 
ing. so used extensively by philanthropists.

Rockefeller gave the board $10,000,000 in 
securities, the principal to be held in per- 
petuity as a foundation for education, the 
income above expenses of administration to 
be distributed to, or used for, the benefit of 
such institutions of learning as the board 
might deem best adapted to promote a com- 
prehensive system of higher education in the 
United States. These were the simple condi- 
tions and the brief form in which Mr. Hock- 
efeller endowed the board. 

From the income of the original fund of 
$11,000,000 conditional subscriptions have al- 
ready been made to eighteen colleges in Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Louisiana, Missouri, Kansas, lowa, Wis- 
consin, Indiana, Ohio, and Pennsylvania, 
amounting to a total of $1,077,600. As a con- 
dition of receiving these gifts the colleges 
are raising the further total sum of $3,262,500.

HOUSE NAMES A HARMONY COM- 
MITTEE ON EXPENSES. 


Emorts in Line with Campaign in 
Which Representative Will Be 
Convinced That Record of Present 
Assembly for Extravagance Will 
Not Outstrip That of Previous 
Bodies—Veteran ot G. A. R. Not 
Willing to Warm Up te Small Work 


[BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, III., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—The 
controversy between Chairman Henry W. 
Austin and the rest of. the legislature over 
contingent expenses now is in the hands of 
a harmonizing or arbitration committee con- 
sisting of Representatives Church, McRob- 
erts, and Pierson. 

An attempt was made to assuage Mr. Aus- 
tin this morning before the session of the 
legislature, with ‘only partial success, and 


after the session the house steering commit- | 


tee again took up the difficulty, with the 
result that a harmonizing committee was 
appointed to see what can be done. 

Mr. Austin is still strenuous in his refusal 
to be a fall guy tor the rest of the house. 
He has discovered to his consternation that 
one of a lot of pages employed to chase 
gayly around on errands for statesmen is 
a G. A. R. veteran, who has been employed 
as page on request of a down state member. 
At first Mr. Austin thought he could utilize 
thig veteran page as janitor, but the veteran 
allowed he was employed as page and re- 
fused to janit.“ Then Mr. Austin sug- 
geated that he do a bit of paging, but the 
veteran allowed he was too old to chase 
around with them bills.” 


There Are Other Troubles. 

This is one of thé difficulties confronting’ 
the arbitration committee. There are others. 
There is asmali matter of supplies for states- 
men, including copies of the revised statutes. 
Members insist that each representative 
should be given one copy of the laws of the 
state. There are coarse persons who say 
that each should be given three copies, but 
such remarks come from an evil nature. 

Mr. Austin is of opinion that one copy sup- 
plied each committee room is sufficient. in 
this he is supported by Representative Chip- 
erfield, who goes further and affirms that one 
copy suspended from a cross beam in«the 
middle of the hall of representatives by a 
long rubber band would serve all purposes. 
With such an attachment this solitary copy 
could be taken to all parts of the house, and 
a member, when through with it, could re- 


turn it by merely releasing it to fly back to 


its proper place. 

The arbitration committee hopes to be abie 
to make such progress as to reach a safe, 
conservative estimate of expenses as will 
satisfy Mr. Austin that when the work of 
the legislature is done his committee will 
not be accountable for the largest expendi- 
tures in recent years. Mr. Austin has his 
doubts that this can be done. 


Suggests Prayer Scheme. 

Speaker Shurtleff, in whose constituency is 
Zion City, gave testimony today to his belief 
that Dr. Frank Billings, president of the 
state board of charities, should include treat- 
ment by prayer in his scheme for improve- 
ment for state institutions. Mr. Shurtleff 
would place prayer on a par with hydrothera- 
peutics as a cure for insanity. Dr. Billings 
is asking for an appropriation for the latter. 
Mr. Shurtleff suggests the propriety of an 
appropriation for the latter. 

Frank E. Chamberlain of New Boston, 
III., wrote the legislature a letter in care 
of Mr. Shurtleff, and the speaker turned it 
over to the house today. In this letter Mr.

Another bill seeks to increase the revenue 
of cities, towns, and counties by placing a 
tax on all trolley poles, telephone and tele- 
graph poles at the rate of $2 @ year in city 
limits and $1 a year in the country. It was 
introduced by Representative Walsh, and al- 
ready has attracted the interested attention 
of the Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
companies and Union Traction and City rail- 
way companies in Chicago. Various other 
street car companies and unterurban syndi- 
cates may get interested later. 


Cold Storage Measure. 


Representative McLaughlin has intro- 
duced a cold storage bill like the proposed 
cold storage ‘ordinance which kept the Chi- 
cago city council in a ferment, and contain- 
ing provisions which Congressman Lorimer 
and ex-Congressman Wadsworth managed 
to keep out of the packers’ bill when it was 
adapted by congress. 

Mr, McLaughlin desires that all perishable 
foodstuffs placed in cold storage be plainly 
stamped to show the date when placed in 
storage, and he desires to have it made a law 
that no undrawn poultry be placed in stor- 
age. 
Further, he would provide that no food- 
stuffs or meats be kept in cold storage longer 
than six months; that when goods have been 
in six months they shall be officially in- 
spected under the direction of the commis- 
sioner of health, and if found fit for use 
shall be sold also te the highest bidder. If 
an owner refuses to permit such sale, then 
the commissioner of health may use discre- 
tion to condemn or to permit storage for a 
farther limited period, at the end of which 
extension it shall be declared unfit for use. 

It is provided that all cold storage ware- 
houses shall be licensed with a fee of $500 
and filing a bond of $10,000. The bill proposes 
to demand that application for licenses shall 
be accompanied by a certificate from the 
commisisoner of health stating whether the 
place where it is proposed to licenge a ware- 
house be in sanitary condition and a fit place 
to carry on such a business. 


To Regulate Powder Storage. 


Representative Walter Lantz has taken 
another unkind swat at the so-called powder 
trust, introducing a bi!l which has been in the 
legislature before, prohibiting the storing of 
more than 1,000 pounds of explosives within 
500 yards of any inhabited dwelling outside 
of the limits of any city or village. 

Under the provisions of this bill any ambi- 
tious and energetic citizen possessed of a 
movable house, such as can be obtained with- 
out excessive expenditure, could drive the 
powder plants off the map of Illinois by per- 
sisting in moving his habitation within the 
prohibited 500 yards. 

Representative Lane has introduced a bill 
to protect persons accused of crime from 
activity of phetographers, either newspaper, 
police, or private. His bill would prohibit 
the taking of an accused person's picture un- 
less he has been convicted of felony and un- 
less he congents in writing. It also makes 
it unlawful to keep the picture of the accused 
unless he has been convicted of a felony. 


Anti-Cigaret Bill Passed. 


The senate has helped along the cause of 
reform by passing Senator Berry’s anti- 
cigaret bill, which prohibits any minor under 
18 years and any minor attending any school, 
academy, college, or university from smoking 
cigarets in any public place, and also fixing 
penalties for the sale of cigarets to minors. 

This bill now will be sent to the house and 
Mr. Berry is willing to bet $7 it passes the 
lower body and becomes a law. However, 
the members of both houses went over to the 
University of Illinois today and “ we shall 
see what we shall see.“ 

Senator Lish introduced a demurrage bill 
providing that railroads, upon written re- 
quest of any shipper to furnish one or more 
freight cars to be loaded for shipment over 
roads, shall, within seven days thereafter 
place at loading point, car or cars required. 
For each twenty-four hours’ delay or fraction 
thereof by the road in not placing such cars 
at a loading point after the expiration of 
seven days such delinquent railroad com- 
pany shall become indebted, and, upon de- 
mand, shall pay to the shipper the sum of 
$1 for each and every car demanded. 

Three civil service bills were introduced 
in both houses, in the senate by McKenzie 
and in the house by Pogue. They were 
drafted by the state civil service commission, 
but only one likely will be pushe@hard. That 
makes certain changes In the present state 
law, simplifying the powers of the commis- 
signers, especially giving them the right to 
hold examinations out of the state.

Missouri Representative Would Repeal 
Act—Says Convention Refused to 
Adopt U. 8. Constitution. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—Representative 
Murphy of Missouri introduced a resolution 
today to repeal the act admitting Oklahoma 
toWstatehood on the ground that the con- 
stitutional convention of Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory has failed to comply with the 
conditions of the joint statehood act. 

Mr. Murphy's bill alleges that the conven- 
tion refused to adopt thé constitution of the 
United States, that it is attempting to evade 
giving equal civil and political rights to all 
raees, that the convention has squandered 
the people’s money in unnecessary political 
bickerings, leaving none for an election for 
the ratification of the proposed constitution, 
andethat it has disregarded and ignored the 
disbursing officer of the government. 

After practically two days’ debate the 
proposition in the Indian appropriation bill 
to remove restrictiong to the alienation of 
the surplus lands of full ood Indians in 
the Indian Territory was defeatedin the sen- 
ate today by a vote of 31 to 22. 


Bids for Oklahoma’s Capital. 

Guthrie, Okla., Feb. 7.—Sapuipa, I. T., to- 
day offered a proposition to the constitu- 
tional convention to locate the capital of the 
new state at that place. It was agreed to 
furnish 100 acres of ‘land, to give $100,000 
cash, and to furmish light and heat for the 
state buildings free of charge for fifty years. 


AID FOR CHICAGO DRAINAGE. 


River and Harbor Bill, with Increased 
Appropriations, Is Passed by 
the House. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—The house to- 
day passed the river and harbor appropria- 
tion bill, carrying more than $83,000,000, with 
sundry amendments, all of which were sug- 
gested by the chairman of the committee, Mr. 
Burton of Ohio. 7 25 

An increase was made in the appropriation 
tor, continuing the improvement and for the 
maintenance of the Chicago river. The total 
now is $200,000. 

The paragraph in rélation to the Calumet 
river, Llinois and Indiana, was amended 
so as to authorize the secretary of war to 
enter into a contract to complete the project, 
for which $191,500 is appropriated. The ag- 
gregate cost is limited to $170,000, exclusive 
of the amounts heretofore appropriated. 


REJECT CANAL BIDS—STEVENS. 


Chief Engineer Says He Will Resign 
Unless Government Carries On 
Work of Construction. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—The adminis- 
tration has been brought face to face with 
the alternative. of rejecting all bids for the 
construction of the Panama canal by con- 
tract or losing the services of Chief Engi- 
neer John F. Stevens. This is the reason for 
the delay of President Roosevelt, Secretary 
Taft, and Chairman Shonts of the canal com- 
mission in acting on the Oliver bid.

IT IS TIME TO CRY “HALT.” 

The judiciary committees of the senate 
and house are unanimously of the opinion 
that congress is powerless to regulate 
woman and child labor in the states. If 
there be abuses their abolition must be 
lett to the states. The authority of con- 
gress to regulate commerce between the 
states cannot, it is held, be so stretched 
as to warrant encroachments on the police 
power of the states. The national gov- 
ernment,” says the house committee, “ is 
too weak to undertake the exercise of the 
police power of the state.“ If it were 
to attempt to root out objectionable local 
conditions found in this, that, and the 
other state, it would soon have so much 
on its hands that it would be unable to 
attend properly to its legitimate business. 

The house committee, going beyond the 
single question of child labor, says that 
“ander the constitution congress is pow- 
erless to contro! or regulate the manufac- 
ture of products for interstate commerce, 
shipment, or business.” It invites atten- 
tion to the decision of the Supreme court 
that manufacture is not commerce and is, 
therefore, outside the field of congressional | 
regulation. It is manifest that the com- 
mittee sees no merit in the proposition 


porations engaged in the manufacture of 
goods which may enter into interstate 
commerce shall be compelled to take out 
national licenses. 

There has been a marked determina- 
tion of late in some quarters to amplify 
the powers of the general government at 
the expense of those of the states. Men 
shocked by real or imaginary ills and 
impatient to put an immediate end to them 
have sought to extend the jurisdiction of 
the national government. They have at- 
tempted to make of the power to regulate 
interstate commerce an India rubber 
power under which congress could enter 
the mills and factories of the states and 
regulate the workers and the methods of 
the manufacturers. 

It was time for a protest against vio- 
lent treatment of the constitution. It was 
time to call attention to the fact that there 
are certain fields of avtivity which are 
reserved for the states and which the na- 
tional government cannot invade even 
with the most beneficent intentions. As 
regards the child labor question, if the 
states are derelict the general government 
may investigate and may express its dis- 
approval of objectionabie conditions, but 
it cannot enter a state to remedy them 
until the constitution shall be amended. 
There are reformers who are so impetu-. 
ous that they will not resort to that slow 
process and seek to attain their aim by 
putting forced and improper constructions 
upon the language of the constitution. If 
they were to be successful they might 
do a little good here and there, but they 
would “nullify the great work of the 
framers of the constitution and leave the 
state governments mere matters of form 
devoid of power.”

The Naplers are a numerous family ané m- 
clude, besides Lord Napier and Ettrick, an- 
other peer—namely: Lord Napier of Mas 
dala. Then there is a Sir William Lennox 
Napier, who is indebted for his baronetcy 
to the fact that hia grandfather, Sir Joseph 
Napier, was lord chancellor of Ireland, while 
the baronetcy of the late Sir Archibald 
Napier, who has just died, was created as 
far back as 1627. The founder of the branch 
of the Napiers to which the late Sir Archi- 
bald belonged was the John Napier of Mer- 
chisten, the inventor of logarithms. whe 
flourished in the reign of Mary queen of 
Scots. ; 

Sir Archibald was somewhat unfortunate 
in hig marriage and three years ago was 
obliged to seek a divorce, the case exciting 
a good deal of confusion owing to the fact 
that there are about six women entitled to 
style themselves Lady Napier. The Lady 
Napier who was the respondent in this par- 
ticular case is a sister of Sir Andrew Falir- 
bairn. The latter is a deaf mute, an afflic- 
tion which does not, however, prevent him 
from having a keen sense of humor and be- 
ing a delightfully accomplished and erudite 
man. Some time ago he was invited by a 
friend to dine at the Reform club with two 
other men, each of whom had been told that 
he would meet Sir Andrew and had been 
warned of his affliction. Sir Andrew, arriv- 
ing rather late at the club in company with 
his host, found his two.fellow guests labo- 
riously talking to one another with their 
fingers by means of the sign language, each 
imagining that the other was the deaf and 
dumb baeronet.

King Victor Emmanuel has just lost a 
cousin by the death of old Joseph Saracco, 
who it is true was not a blood relation, but 
who was indebted for his titular kinsman- 
ship to the sovereign to the fact that he was 
one of the few nonroyal knights of the Ital- 
ian Order of the Annunciation, all of whom 
rank as cousins ofthe monarch. He was one 
of the most curious figures of political life in 
Italy. Pledmontese by birth, he possessed 
the Piedmontese qualities of sterling hon- 
esty, financial astuteness, and economy. 
The latter, indeed. was carried to such a 
piteh that whan he was appointed premier 
the comic papers represented him as bar- 
gaining for twenty 1 cent glasses of lemon- 
ade, with which to enable his friends to drink 
to the success of his administration. He 
was one of the oldest veterans of public life 
in Italy, having entered parliament in 1849. 

At one moment, when the Italian cities 
and towns were vying with one another in 
erecting ugly but costly monument to Ca- 
vour, the citizens of Acqui thought it their 
duty to place a suitable monument to the 
father of Italian unity on the central square 
of their town. Mayor Saracco yielded with 
reluctance to their importunities, but in or- 
der not to disturb the finances of the muaici- 
pality he ransacked the studios of half the 
sculptors in the kingdom and finally picked 
up for a mere nothing an old forgotten and 
discarded statue of Cavour. This he trans- 
ferred to Acqui and had it erected on the 
public square. His fellow townsmen there- 
Upon decided to celebrate the inauguration of 
the monument with great festivities, the cost 
of which the municipal treagury was ex- 
pected to defray. But Mayor Saracco, again 
trembling for the municipal finances, got up 
early one morning at daybreak and, with 
the assistance of a few municipal employés, 
unveiled and inaugurated the monument be- 
fore the town was awake.

Senator Bacon has declared 
he will fight it to the bitter end, and he was 
ip consultation today with Senator Culber- 
son and other democratic leaders, as a re- 
sult of whicn a decision was reached to throw 
upon the shoulders of the republican sena.ors 
the entire burden of ratification. Without 
the support of the four democrats the treaty 
cannot be ratified during the present session, 
even if Senator Bacon agree not to 
debate it, 

During the discussion of the matter by the 
democratic leaders today it was decided not 
to delay action during the special session of 
the senate. It is appreciated that the re- 
publican majority will be greater than the 
two-thirds necessary to ratify and it would 
be futile and a waste of time to delay ratifica- 
tion dy debate. The new treaty will appeal 
to the republicans as a more prudent conven- 
tion to adopt than the treaty now pending, as 
it relieves the United States of all responsi- 
bility tm connection with the settlement of 
claims held against the Dominican govern- 
ment.

Japanese Situation Unsettled. 

The exchanges which have occurred thus 
far between the United States and Japan 
regarding the questions pending detween 
them have deen of an entirely verbal char- 
acter and nothing has been reduced to writ- 
ing up to this time. The president feels he 
could sot now approach Japan/with a request 
for the signature of the treaty until the San 
Francisco school question ts settied. The 
two governments are in perfect accord, how- 
ever, and it will be an easy matter to nego- 
tlate and sign the treaty just as soon as the 
president has arranged for the admission of 
Japanese children in San Francisco to the 
public schools of that city. it is the ex- 
pectation of the administration that repre- 
sentatives of San Francisco will agree to 
admit Japanese to their schools after the 
president has explained to them the reasong 
why he asks this concession, 

There is no question that the president has 
been embarrassed by the views expressed 
by ex-Secretary of State Richard Olney in 
the letter the latter wrote to Representative 
MeCall of Massachusetts. This letter took 
the ground that the federal government had 
no right to Interfere in the policy of the state 
with respect to its schools, nor had the Japa- 
nese any basis in the treaty of 1804 for the 
demand for admission of their children to 
San Francisco schools. The president is ap- 
prehensive that this opinion may stiffen the 
backs of San Franciscans, although this 
‘sg aot anticipated by California congressmen.

| when he wrote Ein Heldenleben and the 


silly and cheaply sensational “ Symphonia 
Domestica." 

When he set out to compose his first opera 
he frankly sought for an unclean topic and 
found it in Feuersnoth,.”” That there 18 a 
certain lewd humor in this story cannot be 
denied, but it is not seemly for men and 
women to talk to one another about the plot. 

It is all very well to say that operagoers 
do not concern themselves with the stories 
of the operas, but that is not true. It used 
to be true twenty-five or thirty years ago, 
but sinc® the rise to popularity of the Wagner 
music drama it is true no longer. The opera- 
going public ef today wishes to know what 
is happening on the stage. 

It is pretty safe to say that when Richard 
Strauss turned to look for a second opera 
book he desired one which would be even 
more radical than Feuersnoth.“ In the 
drama of Oscar Wilde he found it. Probably 
a dozen years hence we shall all look back 
with wonder at the Oscar Wilde movement 
of the present. The forcing inte world wide 
prominence of a poet who was, at his best, 
a feeble echo of Keats and Shelley and a 
dramatist whose most signfficant achieve- 
ment is a watery copy of Maeterlinck is one 
ot the singular phenomena of an empty 


period. Strauss hes done more for Wilde 


than Wilde for Strauss, but they were per- 
fectly mated; two souls with but a nasty 
thought, two pens that drool as one. 
Doubtless Mr. Strauss saturates himself 
in the spirit of Bach and Beethoven and 
bows before the statue of Wagner when he 
sits down to compose. But his contracts 
are models of financial skill. A master 
technician of orchestral combinations, he 
knows also how to orchestrate a bank ac- 
count. Creator of carnal visions in three- 
fourth time, he ts also a dreamer of dollars, 
florins, reichsmarks, francs. Everywhere 
he sees them. Everywhere he gets them. 
He may have heard a high and holy call 
to study the concupiscence of Salome and 
the Gabby Ggure of the debauched Herod 
and set these personages in the gallery of 
operatic portraits beside Tristan and Isolde, 
Siegmund and Sieglinde, Semiramis and 
Arsace. Perhaps art sat upon her chaste 
throne and beckoned to him to do all this, 
but there was money tn it. It art had asked 
him to be poor but honest mayhap he would 


have done ber bidding, but there is room for 


doubt. 

Mr. Strauss stands convicted at the bar of 
public opinion of having found his inspiration 
in a low subject and having exhausted upon 
the expression of an abnormal passion the 
riches of the greatest musical mastership 
now extant. If this de art, then let the music 
of the future find her mission in sewer, pest- 
house, and brothel. 

So much for the master. Now for the men.

Pioneers of Chicago Gather at Head. 


auarters of Association to cave

The Chicago Historical society gave a 


birthday party—its fiftieth—to 300 of the old- 


est residents of Chicago at the organization's 
bullding, 142 Dearborn avenue, hat evening. 
It was an old fashioned: home gathering, 
where anecdotes and stories of early Chicago, 
many of which dated back far beyond the 
great fire, were retold with as much interest 
as when first they were spun. 

President Franklin H. Head, who presided 
at the meeting, called the attention of the 
members to the advantages of donating to 
the organization before instead of after 
death, naming Marshall Field and Joseph 
Leiter as examples whose lead might well be 
tollowed.

Tell Stories of Trading Post Era. 

Ezra B. McCagg aroused old memories of 
the days before the fire by telling of incidents 
from the earliest of days of the city, or the 
trading post, as it was then, up to the fire of 
71. Edward G. Mead, president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Historical society, offered the con- 
gratulations of the society which he repre- 
sented upon the long and prosperous exist- 
ence of the Chicago body.

The sharp advance in the price of eggs 
established by thé butter and egg board yes- 
terday gave rise to much talk of a corner in 
“hen fruit’’ in South Water street, and it 
was taken by some commission men to 
presage extravagant values for this com- 
modity in the next week or 30. The top price 
for fancy eggs yesterday was 810 per dozen, 
an advance of 4 cents in the last week. 
Nhe market price was ahead of the actual 
selling prices, however, for although the 
board prices for fresh eggs ranged from 29 
to 80 cents, sales were generally made at 
material concessions from these figures. a 
speculative element on the butter and egg 
board, which is in control of the committee 
on market prices, have cornered the egg mar- 
ket and are taking advantage of the situation 
to hold up the customer.

Prof. Mark Q. Carleton, chief cerealist of 
the bureau of plant industry at Washington, 
who was instrumental in introducing durum 
wheat into this country, was in La Salle 
street yesterday. Mr. Carleton was much 
interested in the big demand from Russia 
for this wheat at the present time, inasmuch 
as it was in the Volga district, where the 
wheat from this country is now going, that he 
secured the first 1,000 bu of durum wheat 
brought itno this country seven years ago. 
The new wheat, in spite af much opposition, 
rapidly gained in favor, especially in the 
semi-arid districts. Last year vetween 40,- 
000,000 and 50,000,000 bu were raiged in the 
northwest, and it is believed that 50 per cent 
of this year’s crop in the northwest will be 
durum. It is also growing in popularity in 
the southwest, and large areas are being 
sown to it in the Texas panhandle and in 
eastern Colorado and western Kansas, land 
which was formerly barren. These sections 
are now producing the finest No. 1 durum, 
Prof. Carleton claims that the work of his 
department has established the fact that 
durum wheat possesses every qualification 
for making popular French bread. In Russia 
durum wheat commands a premium over or- 
dinary spring wheat of 5c to e per bu. In 
this country durum is sold at a 10c discount 
under spring wheat. It is believed that the 
disparity in price which now prevails win 
gradually lessen. 


A sharp advance in the price of member- 
ships is expected if the good business of the 
last few weeks is maintained. There was a 
little more inquiry yesterday, and member- 
ship brokers claim that the situation is ripe 
for a substantial advance. During the last 
year themembership hasbeen reduced by

Our short 
hog crop makes it certain that our home con- 
sumption will not be any larger than last 
year, if as large. These are facts, not fan- 
cles, and might be worthy the consideration 
of some of the bull enthusiasts.”’

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BARBER WIPES $1,221,731 FROM 
— \ 0 

Makes Statement Showing That More 
than One-Haltf the Concern's Earn- 
ings Last Year Came from One 
Plant and That the Deduction Is 
Necessary to Cover Depreciation— 
Good Report of Earnings of Chi- 
cage Pneumatic Tool. 


The balance sheet of the American Straw- 
board company, issued at the annual meet- 
ing yesterday, showed $1,221,731 and wiped 
out the surplus account by President O. C. 
Barber. Mr, Barber has a fight on with a 
majority of the stockholders of the United 
Boxboard company with reference to the 
management, and apparently he proposed 
to show that the Strawboard company, a 
subsidiary concern, was not worth much. 
The only thing which will appeal to persons 
other than stockholders is the fact that the 
Strawboard statements heretofore have been 
misleading, if the present one be correct. 

President Barber made, at all events, an 
interesting statement, though a part of it 
was a defense of his actions in another com- 
pany. The statement, in part, follows: 


Unexpected Information. 

Tour directors have charged to surplus 
account for depreciation $1,221,781. This 
seems a large tem for depreciation, 
but it is fully justified from the fact 
that since 1892 nothing has deen 
charged off for depreciation other than or- 
dinary repairs. There have been erroneous 
statements published that the value of the 
American Strawboard company stock is 
much in excess of that put upon it by the 
directors of the United Boxboard and Paper 
company. This, perhaps, can be more easily 
illustrated by the fact that the earnings of 
the American Strawboard company for the 
year 1906 without any deduction for deprecia- 
tion amounted to $395,526, more than one-half 
of which was earned by the Circleville mill, 
or $214,476. The balance of the earnings were 
made by the stores and the other eight mills 
that were in operation during the year. 

The value of the Circleville mill is today 
less than its original cost, it having been 
built twenty-two years ago. The cost of the 
mill when finished was $450,000. It has a 
capacity today of 65 tons of board per day, 
which is a little over one-third of the produc- 
tion of the strawboard of the American 
Strawboard company per day in the last year. 

I eight mills running earn less than one- 
half of the earnings of the company, and one 
mill earns over one-half, and that mill only 
cost in its original construction $450,000, by 
what process of reasoning is the whole prop- 
erty of the American Strawboard company 
worth any more than the value placed upon 
it by the directors of the United Boxboard 
and Paper company when it offered the 
equity in the shares to the stockholders of the 
company at $37.87 per share, exclusive of the 
$2.00 per share recently paid as a dividend? 
I give the fact as a further justification for 
charging off the apparent large sum that 
has stood upon the books of the company as a 
surplus. 


More to Be Charged Off. 

It is the opinion of your officers and di- 
rectors that @ still greater sum must be 
charged off to get the property of the com- 
pany down to a solid basis, and that 
the earnings of the company must be 
largely used for the purpose of repair- 
ing and equipping the mills that it runs 
with machinery and appliances of mod- 
ern type to meet the competition of outside 
modern mills. In addition to properly equip- 
ping the present mils in operation a large 
sum of money must be expended in relocat- 
ing a number of machines which today are 
idle and Instead of producing a profit for the 
company are maintained at a large expense, 
as is evidenced by the annual statement by 
the sum of $38,000. 

The management hes already started to 
properly rebuild and reéquip the mill at Wil- 
‘mington, III., the total cost of which will re- 
quire an expenditure of from $120,000 to 
$130,000. The large amount charged off to 
depreciation only applied to the mills that 
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Western Electric Annual. 


The annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the Western Nlectric company was held 
in Chicago yesterday. 

The company's sales for the fiscal year 
ending Nov. 80, 1906, were $69,245,531, as 
compared with $44,145,753 in the previous 
year, an increase of 56.9 per cent. This un- 
usual increase in the volume of business oc- 
curred in part from the large expenditures 
of the Bell telephone companies for new con- 
struction. — 

The company was able to currently borrow 
the considerable amounts required to provide 
working capital for the increased business. 
A portion of the indebtedness thus incurred 
will be retired during 1907. No addition to 
the present outstanding capital stock of 
$15,000,000 is now contemplated for the im- 
mediate future. 

The principal additions to plant during 
1906 were two additions to the cable plant at 
Hawthorne, the construction at Hawthorne 
of a switchboard and woodworking factory, 
now nearing completion; warehouses at At- 
lanta, Pittsburg, and San Francisco, and 
additional machinery for the Chicago and 
New York factories. 

In the early part of the year the board of 
directors established a pension fund of $400,- 
000 for the benefit of superannuated or dis- 
abled employés. To this $150,000 has been 
added for the year 1906. There are now thir- 
teen pensioners on the roll. 

In December, 1906, there were in the com- 
pany’s employ 26,938 people, as compared 
with 19,704 in December, 1905. 

Owing to the high prices of metals, es- 
pecially copper and lead, and the high rates 
prevailing for money for new investments. 
customers are not planning to do as much 
construction work in the coming year as 
they have done during the last year, This 
tendency ts likely to result in a smaller busi- 
ness for the company in 1907 than it obtained 
in 1906. 

Retiring directors were reélected.

broke the last link that has connected the 
members of the immediate family of Mar- 
shall Field with the city he helped to build. 


Auction of Field Residence. 

The occasion was the public auction sale 
of the Field residence at 1919 Prairie avenue, 
held in response to a Probate court decres 
issued several weeks ago at Mrs. Field's re- 
quest. The property, including the interest 
of the three children, Marshall III., Henry, 
and Gwendolyn, and Mra. Fields dower 
rights, was sold to William G. Beale at a 
price which will approximate $50,000. The 
sale must be approved by the Probate court 
before it ie declared final 

When Mra. Field entered the sale rooms 
of the real estate board, where the auction 
was held, several real estate dealers and 
clerks near the doer looked up in, momentary 
interest, removed their hats, threw away 
their cigars, and went on with their work. 
3 James McKeever quietly opened the 
sale. 

Mr. Bealee only opponent in the bidding 
waa F. Wight Neumann, who started with 
an offer of $10,000. When the two had 
reached $14,000 by $500 steps Mrs. Field was 
beginning to look annoyed, and Mr. Mo- 
Keever stopped the sale to announce that 
neither the court nor Mra.
